The mpeting of the Lake county 
Woodmen, held at the Woodman hall in 
this village, on Wednesday afternoon, 
for the purpose of selecting delegates 
to the State Camp of, Woodmen to be 
held at Hock Island, III., the first Wed- 
nesday in May, was one of the most 
successful and harmonious ever held in 
the county. 

Nineteen outof the twenty-one camps 
in the county were represented, and 
seventy-four out of the eighty-two del-

Favoring that no change in rates be 
made.except by a majority 'of the mem-

Demanding radical retrenchment in 
expenditures from our general fund, 
and a substantial' reduction in oOicial 
salaries/ and compenslon and limit of 
not to exceed two terms for head of- 
ficers. 

That this County Camp endorse Neigh- 
bor Theodore Hamerof Woodstock, III., 
for the position of Head Clerk and that 
the delegates be instructed to use all 
honorable means to secure his election.

It Is not necessary to havo a com* 
plicated system of numbered boxes 
and squares In order to test seed and 
keep a record of It. Tho best' seed 
tester I have soon consisted of a atrip 
of heavy cloth, such 98 an old blanket, 
and a tin fruit cun. 

Lay the strip out on tho table or 
board the roaulrcd length, which may, 
bo from two feet to a rod, and, Begin-

Throw this roll and such others aa 
they aro prepored Into a pall of warm 
water, whoro th'-y should remain for 
Bovoral hours, then pour tho water off 
and cover tho pall to retain tho mole- 
turo, placing It In a warm place. 

Sprinkle to keep moist, If necessary, 
and In a few days the seed will havo 
germinated. UnroU the cloth on tho 
same table or board as before and. be- 
ginning with the first seeds placed, 
compare the percentage of germina- 
tion and consequent vitality. 

In this way the record of every lot 
of aeed or ear of corn Is before you.

If people knew what a great sourco 
of profit Is found In tho keeping of 
hoes and how Interesting the work 
there wouldn't be an unused square 
foot of ground on any farm In the 
United States. 

Bees are the only producers known 
to husbandry that yield a profit with- 
out cost of feed. They find their 
own pasture. They multiply so rap- 
Idly that they more than - pay for 
tho small Initial expense of housing 
them, and the first cost of equipment 
Is almost trifilng. ^ 

Bee culture may be made profit* 
able by the children of the farm, or 
by the wonien memhors of the fani- 
My. It may be carried on successfuily' 
In conjunction with -the keeping of 
poultry or growing of fruit In the 
latter cas'e, apiculture la found to bo 
a great- help toward more fruit and 
better fruit. 

Bees are little trouble and require 
only occasional attention. They are 
easily handled, and readily controlled. 
Best of all, they give a real service 
in hard^ cash, and that counts most.

To vote they must have resided in the 
state one year and in Lake county 90 
days and in the election preclent in 
which they will vote for thirty doys 
prior to next Tueseay.

The nine fires which in the lost two 
weeks have attacked the residence of 
Chas. Olds, gardener for Louis F, Swift 
were explained last evening when a 
policeman caught Olds' eleven year old 
daughter, Phyllis, setting fire to the 
kitchen steps, and she confessed that 
she had set all the others. 

Olds and his family live In the rear 
part of a hous^ in Deerpath avenue, 
Lake Forest, owned by Thomas Doug- 
las. Two weeks ago began a series of 
fires that drove the family frantic. 

Finally Patrolman Al Hoffnian was 
set to watch the house. Hoffman found 
that the fires always occurred between' 
3:30 and G o'clock p. m. 

Thursday evening HofTman says Phvl- 
Us came from the kitchen to the back 
porch and closed the door. First she 
listened at the door to leurn whether 
any one was about to follow her. 
Then she slid a hand Into her stock- 
ing, drew out matches and paper and 
by the ume Hoffman conld lay hands 
on her had a merry little blaze going 
under the back steps.* The girl cduld 
not explan why she started the fires. 

The apprehension of the young girl 
followed a week's Investigation con- 
ducted by Dennis Gibbons, of Deer- 
fielt^, Lake couniy, deputy state, fire 
marshall of Illinois. Mr. Gibbons aft- 
er being sent there, had his .httentidn 
directed toward the girl and he finally 
set a trap by putting HofTman In the 
Aldis) barn to watch the girl. He 
himself managed to detract attention 
to himself and in this way, the girl, 
watching him leave the place sneaked 
down to set the latest fire and then the 
policemen, watching from the barn, 
nabbed her* . 

The first of the nine fires, was a 
stable In the rear of the home. This 
burned to the ground. The second was 
in the stall back of a horse, the girl 
having set fire to' the hay. 

The Olds family lives in the rear up- 
stairs over the blacksmith shop, Thos. 
Douglasj a veterinary occupying the 
basement. Peter Kelly runs the black- 
smith shop. 

The girl after being arrested, would 
not tell why she had been setting the 
fires, she admitted setting five but now 
it is positive she set them all. The 
only explanation is that she liked to 
see the fire department make the run 
to the place. The greatest damage was 
done when the stable burned but the 
department checked all the others. 



FARM PRODUCE TO 
BE SENT BY 

PARCEL POST 

Preliminary steps were taken by the 
postofllce department on Sunday to per- 
fect its plan for reducing the cost of 
living by having the parcel post carry 
the products of the farm directly to 
the door of the consumer. Ten cities 
were selected to begin the work • of 
establishing direct connections between 
producer and consumer. Postmaster 
General Burleson has also issued an 
order permitting the use of crates and 
boxes for>utter, eggs, poultry, veget- 
ables and fruit shipped by parcel post. 

Orders went on Sunday to the post- 
masters at Boston, Atlanta, St. Louis, 
San Francisco, Baltimore. Detroit, La- 
Cross, Lynn, Mass., Rock Island, III., 
directing them "to receiveUhe names 
of persons who are willing to supply 
farm products in retail quantities by 
parcel post." Printed lists of these 
names, showing kind and quantity of 
commodjty available, will be distribut- 
ed among town and city patrons. 

"By the use of the lists," Said First 
Assistant Postmaster General Roper 
the consumer will be able to get in 
touch with a farmer who will fill his 
weekly orders'for butter and eggs and 
other farm produce. The consumer 
will receiva the produce fresh from the 
country and the personal relationship 
established will no doubt improve the 
quality. The farmer will be relieved 
of carrying his produce 10 market as 
the rural carriers will make daily con- 
nections at the far.T.ers own door of 
these retail shipments to ci\^' consum. 
ers.

Charles Russell, county superinten- 
dent of highways in Lake county called 
attention to the 'fact that Gov.

Lomlon, April 1.— Aftor all tho 
finally solutions of the Kovernment 
crisis which had been propoaotl iintl 
■ dlacuasod Premier Asqullh nnnounccU 
'adeclflloa to tho house of oonimonB 
on ;\Ionday which nouo of tho prophets 
fhud expected op ovou sugReated. 

The primo minister hlmsolf will na- 
fiuino tho burden of the war olllco. la 
uddltlon to hla other and almost crush- 
luK duties. Ho win resign from tho 
house at this critical stage, when tho 
second reading of the homo rule bill Is 
about to be taken up, and will appeal 
;to his constituents In East Fife. Scot- 
land, within a few days for re-election. 
Field Afarshal Sir John French, chief 
of the imperial general staff, and Gen. 
Sir John Ewart, adjutant general, do- 
|cIlnod to withdraw their realgnatlona, 
I'ln spite of tho army order, which Vis- 
count Haldane cleverly framed as a 
'plfitform on which the generals might 
stand with consistency and honor. 

It thus becamo Imimsalblo for Col. 
J. K. B. Seely, who was co-slgnor with 
them of the aasuranco to Brigadier 
General Cough that tho army would 
not be used to auppreaa tho Ulster op- 
position to homo rule, to retain the 
seiiretaryshlp for war. His reslgna- 
tlon. therefore, was accepted after ho 
had been for some days under (Ire 
from tho newspapers of hla own party, 
•which Insisted that he must go. 
' Viscount Morloy of Blackburn, lord 
president of tho council, who was part- 
ner with Colonel Seely In drafting the 
offending praragraplis of tho docu- 
ment, stands In the same position and 
Ills withdrawal from oflico la expected. 
The only practical loss to tho party 
meantime will be the withdrawal of 
air. Asqulth's voice from tho debatee, 
"Oh, Ml bo handy If I'm wanted," 
Mr. Asquith remarked to Andrew 
Bonur Law, tho opposition leader, who 
thought that tho home rule bit\ could 
no^ be proceeded with in tho absence 
of the premier. 

Mr. Asquith apparently consulted no 
one except the king before his bold 
decision. His colleagues la Uie cabinet 
seemed to bo as surprised as the other 
merabera of tho house when he re- 
vealed his plans. Mr. Asquith is al- 
ready first lord of tho treasury. 

Tho political seors gatlier that Mr 
Asquith is in lighting mood. They 
havo been saying recently that he had 
Bhown tile effects in his physical ap- 
pearance of the heavy strain of his 
long labor In office and would gladly 
Bee tho government defeated. But It 
looks at tho present moment aa though 
he hud taken a new le'Jise of llfq and 
proposes to make the reorganization 
of the army a fighting Issue. 

"The whole army system may have 
to be recast," Colonel Seely remarked 
signillcantly.

Chihuahua, March 31.— Such news 
fts arrived from tho front at Torreon 
Sunday was unfavorablo to tho rob- 
ela. Local rebel officers admitted they 
had received dispatches from the 
front, but declined to reveal tho con- 
tents. 

A report originated at ono of tho 
hoBpltala after more wounded arrived 
In Chihuahua that General Villa had 
been wounded slightly and forced to 
retire from the fleld. 

Juarez. March 30.— General Villa 
said. In a telegram received here, that 
virtually all Torreon. Including tho 
entire bualncas section, was in the 
hands of his soldiers. 

Gen. .Monclovo Herrera, hla own 
rebel brigade and part of the Zaragoaa 
brigade, all veterana, were reported 
by Villa to have entered Torreon from 
the east, 4.000 strong, and to have 
fought from house to house and street 
to street until tho bull ring on the 
northern fringe of the town waa taken 
with the section of the city through 
■which the railroad passes. Thia in- 
cluded tho business section or most 
of It 

Gomez Palacio, Mex., March 30.— 
Four days of lighting? Including three 
desperate nasauUa by tho rebels, en- 
abled Gen. Franclaco Villa to movo 
into this place and eatabllsh headquar- 
ters within three miles of Torreon. 
The deciding tissault was preceded by 
a bombardment after which the infan- 
try and cavalry dashed Into the streets 
of Gomez Palacio. nifles, machettea, 
pistols and hand grenades were used 
in a hundred different encounters In 
tho narrow thoroughfarea. The gren- 
ades, of home manufacture, were light- 
ed with cigarettes, which are an unof- 
ficial part of the equipment of every 
iMcxlcan soldier.

Klmira. N. Y., March 31.— With every 
river and creek swollen over its banks 
by a steady downpour during the last 
twenty-four hours, flood condltlona 
were alarming throughout tho entire 
southern section of the state- 
Cincinnati, March 31.— The IJig Mi- Americans, 
ami and Whitewater rivers and other' 
small streams in this section went on 
a rampage. Two temporary bridges 
used by the Cincinnati, Lawrenceburg 
& Aurora Traction company wore 
washed away, cutting oft trafllc be- 
tween Cincinnati and Indiana towns 
along tho road. 

Columbus. 0., March 31.— With the 
Scioto river climbing a foot an hour, 
and the Muskingum and Licking rivers 
out of their bauka along the lowlands, 
a recurrence of tho disastrous floods 
of March 25-28, 1913. is feared. 



New York, March 28.— The French 
liner Touralne. whoso four days' tardl- 
nesH In reaching this port caused ap- 
prehension for a time, was reported 
110 miles cast of Sandy Hook by a 
wireless dispatch.

Representative Adamson of Georgia 
opened debate on tho rulo with a di- 
rect attack on Speaker Clark. 

"For nine years." he said, "a lobby 
has resounded throughout congress 
and tho country In favor of free tolls. 
This Is the flrae rulo over asked for by 
the Interstate commerce committee 
since I have been connected with It \ 
flrst sought to have this bill consid- 
ered In the ordinary way, hut found It 
impossible to reach an agreement" 

Prolonged applause greeted Major- 
ity Leader Underwood as bo arose to 
uphold the rule. He said: "t am op- 
posed to this repcalblll. 1 am also 
opposed {o the rulo for its considera- 
tion. I regret that the bill Is before 
tho house. I hope It will bo defeated. 
But the president, having laid thla Im- 
portant question before congress. It 
must be considered, but It oy^ht to bo 
considered In tho proper waj. ,1 have 
always endeavored to live up to and 
sustain my party's platfoim. The 
Democratic party, not I, wrote this 
free tolls provision In Its platform. I 
believe thia plank of tho platform Is 
right and believing this- there Is but 
one position 1 can take and Umt Is to 
sustain tho position of my parly as 
expressed In its convention. ! regret 
of course, that I have to differ with 
the president and that I nm compelled 
to differ with many of my colleaEUea 
hefe.

Products Marketing 

How It Is Done in Europe and May Be Done 

in America to the Profit of Both 

Farmer and Consumer

Berlin, Qormany. — Tho German 
farmer calls upon co-operation to boH 
him bis BuppUee. Ho aeks It to mar* 
kct hlB cggB and his butter. It die- 
tllB alcohol out of bis potatoes and 
makes wine for him out of his fruit 
Everywhere in Germany you will find 
co-operative elevators and warehouses 
for storing grain, co-operative socl- 
ettes for Improving the breed of llvo 
etock, co-operative banks for furnish-' 
Ing loans to members, co-operative in- 
Buranco companies for « Insuring 
against every Imaginable damage. Co* 
operative societies are formed to meet 
the needs of agriculture at every turn 
— producing tho raw material, converti 
Ing tho raw material Into salable form, 
nnd placing the finished product upon 
' tho market. 

"Agricultural co-operative' societies 
have become so numerous (n Germany 
as almost to Jostle ono another. Thero 
are nt the present time more than 26,- 
000 of them." Thcao are the words of 
Henry Wolff, tho great authority uiJon 
ngrlcuitural co-operation, and wo have 
found bis statement true. These 26,- 
000 societies have nearly two and a 
half million members. Over half of 
these societies are credit associations, 
which have a working capital ot over 
■ 5100.000,000. Moreover, tho number 
of socletlea and the number of mem- 
bers are constantly Incronsing. The 
German farmer who In his way la an 
Individualist and as independent ns Is 
tho American farmer, has learned tliat 
co-operation is his salvation and be* 
liovcs In allying himself with his neigh- 
bors for tho common ocononilc de- 
fense. 
How German Farmer Co-operates. 
Everything tho Gorman farmer does 
ho docs cooperatively. If ho wishes 
to purchase a farm ho gets a DO or CO 
year loan from a Landachnf ten bank. 
AVhcn he finds It necessary to buy 
Implements or live stock, or seeds, ho 
uses money borrowed from a co-opera- 
tivd credit society, making short time 
loans. Ho gcta.hla equipment of a co- 
operative store which furnlahcH him a 
guaranteed article nt the lowest pea- 
Kiblo price. For when cooperation sells 
to tho farmer, everything from garden 
Bceds to threshing machines Is guar- 
anteed. If ho wishes to Insure his 
property ho goes to a*co*operatlvo In- 
surance company, which will Insure 
his crops against loss by hall or wind; 
another co-operative Inaurahco agency 
Insures his houao against Are, whUo 
nnotlier insures his llvo stock ngalnat 
filckncBS. accident, or legal destruc- 
tion, following tho discovery of tuber- 
cuIobIb or other contagious disease. 
His stock cattlo corao to him from a 
co-operatlTO breeding farm. From co- 
operative aasoclatlona ho gets his sci- 
entific InatructionB as to the care of 
his cattle, as to tho best feeds, as to 
the cure of anlmuldiaeasea, as to tho 
valuation of cropa, as to fortllizers. 
Ills milk and cream he takes to a co- 
• operativo creamery, from which It Is 
sold co-bporatlvoly. His verj* hens 
lay fco-operativo eggs which within an 
hour after they aro laid may bear the 
stamp of a co-operative organization. 
Even tho farmer'r wife has a ten- 
dency toward cooperation and is as 
alive to Ita advantages ob is tho farm- 
er himself. Everywhere wo find tho 
women intelligent and conducting 
their domestic affairs as scientifically 
as do tho men their farms. 

Water Supply Companies. 
One form In which co-operation haa 
evinced Us efficiency In Germany is 
a rather unique one, and la one which 
at 'least In some partfl of the United 
States is worthy of careful study by 
American formers, . Scattered through- 
out G*ermany"ithore are many co-opera- 
tive socletleB for supplying water to 
its members. There. are In the prov- 
ince of Hanover'nlone; for example,^35 
Buch companlea. "Whether the commu- 
nity haa been large or small, theee 
supply companies have generally buo- 
ceeded. m , _ 

The adTQutogea of co-operatloa in, 
attacking the xvcoblem of water supply 
have been tbUB-Bummorlzod:' "By co- 
operation « sufficient flum of money 
can bo raised to enable a source of :>ra< 
t ter to be tapped, unqueotlonablo uflto 
xmrlty, MtiotM and quality; 2. Co- 



operation ensures extreme <iconomyln 
maintenance and management; 3, Co- 
operation enables tho smallest commu- 
nity to provide Itself with a really 
good water supply." . 

It la not Impoaalble that there la In 
this German cxperlenco a suggestion 
for the Irrigation companies In western 
America, where mlBraanagemcnt and 
graft aocm to have prevailed. Cer- 
tainly a truly co-operative asaoelatlon 
gahlzcd upon the one man one veto 
plan, freed from air motives of execs- 
Blvo or speculative profits/ and man- 
aged with tho efilclcncy that is tradi- 
tional In co-operative concerns could 
never have mude shipwreck of so 
many fair prospects as have some of 
tho irrigation compuules In tho west- 
ern states. 

Plowing by Steam. 
Tho owners of tho big wheat farms 
In the uorthweatorn parts of the United 
Statca might alt up nnd take notice of 
some of tho co-operative power plow 
companies which are operating In Ger- 
many. At present thero aro iO such 
societies. The entire power equipment 
la owned by the society, and Its mem- 
bers, oven though they occupy com- 
paratively small farms, are by this 
mean's enabled to have the benefit of 
the Improved and cheaper work of the 
power plow. Experience here shows 
that tho power plowing pjaut, consist- 
ing of a set of plows, tackle and steam 
or electric power, cannot bo main- 
tained economically unless It has 
something like 2,000 acres upon which 
to operate. The concerns are most care- 
fully managed. A good machinist la 
nl^waya Iii charge of thoputfit. In ad- 
dition to his salary ho la allowed a 
commission upon every acre plowed. 
Ho has entire charge of tho operations 
and requires all members to remove 
all obstructions boforo work is under- 
taken. Th*o rates are carefully graded 
according to tho soil, tho 'depth and 
tho acCesBlbillty. In some cases, also, 
a less charge is made for plowing dur- 
ing tho Black periods, the price being 
raised as tho demand for serylcea of 
tho equipment increases. . 

Co-operative Automobiles. 

It la said that every well-to-do Amer- 
ican farmer has an nutomobila In 
Germany, where tho ocreago 1b small 
and the farmer has less capital to In- 
vest in his equipment the farmer Joins 
with his neighbor to.purchase an auto- 
mobllo nnd a large number of co-op- 
erative motor socletlea "have been 
formed. These machlnea, however, 
are not the touring cars and runabouts 
that are ordlnaril/ uaed by tho Ameri- 
can farmer, but ore the most prdaalc 
utilitarian motor trucks which can 
move,, immense quantities of produce 
over the hard level roads of tho Ger- 
man provinces. 

Gorman scientists and inventors 
have with great ingenuity produced 
machinery that accomplishes with lit- 
tle effort almost everything which In 
years past called for hard labor, Tho 
demand for , power la consequently 
great and growing constantly. This 
has led to tho organization of elec- 
trical supply works In connection with 
other agricultural co-operative organ- 
izations. Of these thero are 610, 
■^yhich are purely co-operative, al- 
though there are. In' Germany over 
2.000. companlea which furnish more 
or lesa electrical power.to those Inter- 
ested In agricultural pursulta. 

Co-opsratlve Socletlea Federated. 

The co-operatlvo spirit haa not 
ceased ^hen It haa led the farmer to 
co-operate with his neighbors to form 
a local co-operative concern. The Gor- 
man genius for,organlzatlon has led 
to a moa^ elaborate system of co-or- 
dination between the various local- cO' 
operativo aesoclatlons. For example, 
all ,co-operatlvo. dairies within aprov- 
inco wlU.bft united together In a cen- 
tral association which unifies and bar- 
monlzoB the work of all the local or- 
ganizations. These central provincial 
BoclpUoa aro In. turn in an emplre- 
wldo federation with headquarters at 
Bsrlln. You will therefore In that 
city find fieveral central conoorna. 
each of which la allied with hundreds 
of local BooietleB. This centralization 
scheme baa many advantages. It pro- 
vides for BUperviBlon, inspection, and 



audit which londa to good nccountinf 
systcma and good buslncsH methods. 
Tho central ofllce aerveB as a bureau 
of Information and advice, In case of 
marketing tho central society, by rea* 
fion of Its size and financial resources, 
gets into markets which would be al- 
together Ina;- osBlblo to the little lo- 
cal concern. Without centralization 
German co-operation would bo m^ch 
less effective than It Is, 

Increased Quantity. 

Hero In Germany, as elsewhere, co- 
operation has not only enabled tho 
farmer to. make the most out of what 
he produc^^, but has Increased tho 
quantity anii' Improved tho quality of 
tho product Itoolf. This has been true 
In every lino where co-operative or- 
ganizations have become active. The 
rcBultR In dairying aro fairly rcpro- 
ecntatlve. In Uradenburg tt<.tB were 
mado In 1908 which covered tho pro- 
duction of over 1,000 cows. The av- 
erage yield of milk per cow was found 
to be 2,'GOl kilograms, producing 95 kil- 
ograms of butter, and netting a profit 
ot 108.0G marks per cow. In 1910 the 
average yield had Increased to 2,885 
kilograms of milk, producing 101 kilo- 
grams of butter, and netting 132.G5 
marks profit for each cow, an Increaao 
of 24.59 marks per cow, a matter of 
15,000 on tho 1,000 cows. 

German Co-operation Democratic. 

German co-operation Is, to para- 
phrase tho recognized formula for 
democracy "of tho members, by the 
members, and for tho members." No- 
body thinks of a German cooperative 
society BB organized for tho purpose 
of declaring dlvldenda. Tho utmoat 
returnB that, those who hold fihares 
receive Is a five or atx per cent, profit. 
If a creamery, for example, finds .it- 
self with undivided profits It dc^cB not 
distrlbutb them to the members In pro-' 
portion to the shares they hold, but 
to tho members who as patrons bring 
In the milk and cream, and they go to 
them In proportion to the quantity and 
quality furnished by each. Those 
profita conetltuto na It were an addi- 
tional price, which the patrons receive 
for their product. All, too, are man- 
aged upon tho "one man one vote" 
plan. Tho member who holds only one 
share and brings In the milk of only 
one cow has the same voting power aa 
tho farmer with a thousand shares and 
a thousand cows. Co-opcratlon Is most 
emphatically democratic. 

Good Quality and Good Business. 

German co-operators tbcmaelvcB 
aacrlbe tho success of their societies 
largely to good quality and good busl- 
ncsB mcthoda. The aoclctlos pride 
tliemaclvca upon, tho fact tfmt their 
output la better than that of privately 
owned plants. Their goods aro In de- 
mand, they Ba>;, not because they aro 
co-operative goods, but because they 
aro good goods. The societies almost 
without exception have required that 
managers shall be skilled men with 
both experience and training. These 
posltlona pay good salaries, and can- 
didates spend time and money quali- 
fying themselves to hold them. Aa 
a resfalt these concerns are most busi- 
nesslike in every particular. The 
plants are efllclcnt, tho employers 
competent, nnd most excellent ac- 
counting systems aro in vogue. 
Co-operattve Credit. 

It is noticeable that In Germany 
thero aro more co-operative credit eo- 
cictlcs than marketing societies. More- 
over, the average German enthusiast 
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German Co-operative Elevatof. 

will tell you that co-operation natu- 
rally begins with co-opcrativo credit, 
rather than with co-operative market- 
ing. It doea not rieceasarlly follow, 
however, that In America co-operative 
credit associations should precede co- 
operative marketing. Conditions In 
Oormuny differ greatly from those in 
the United States. 

In the first place, the privately 
owned banking houses of Germany did 
not Borve the Germian farmer oven aa 
adequately as tho American banker la 
now serving the American farmer. 

In the second place, marketing in 
Germany presents practically none of 
the dlfilcuUieB encountered In Amer- 
ica. Germany haa by high tariffs forced 
the consumer to depend upon domes- 
tic production. Tho local demand for 
almost every farm product exceeda the 
supply. As a result thero aro two 
buyers demanding butter, for example, 
when only enough butter for one la 
aVallabje. 

There.are no long hauls, aa In Amei^ 
lea, no long dlatnnco commission bual- 
neaa. The producer more nearly raeota 
the consumer face to face and gets his 
price. Gorman marketing as compared 
to American. Is direct, simple, andfre» 
from comploxltlea. 

Wo must take tho counsel of tho 
German who ranks co-pperatlvo credit 
as more Important than co-operatlvo 
marketing with caution, since ho has 
dealt with reversed condltlonB. Wo 
are firmly convinced, after a careful 
Burvey, that at least In America, tho 
more prosperous scheme of co-opora 
ttvo marketing Is more Important. than 
co-opnrative credit. 



N a country of such vast di- 
mensions ns that nilcd 
' over by tho czar, tho 
methods of agriculture 
naturally vary enormous- 
ly In tho different dls- 
trlctn; but) during a visit 
of throe weeks' duration 
— a visit now JuHt draw- 
ln(f^ to a close — I have 
7 booh able to see a good 

deal of the molhods of the nusslau 
peasant and landowner. 

In tho Petersburg district Hcientinc 
agriculture Is practically unknown. 
Here the summer Is too short to allow 
tho Buccessful raising of crops, and 
tillage la confined to the lands be- 
longing to the village communities. In 
Russia practically every viliago Is 
stato-owned— that is. under the control 
of no landlord, and every village has 
within Its bounds a certain acreage of 
common land. The Inhabitants of the 
village have each ono a fixed amount 
of this land aHaigned to them; but, to 
avoid favoritism, a peasant docs not 
farm the same strip 
two* seaaonB run- 
ning, but a rotation 
Is practised where- 
by each member of 
the 'village In time 
goes over the whole 
land of the com- 
munity. The birth 
of a son Is a source 
ot great Joy on tho 
part of a Russian 
peasant, for on such 
an occaalon an extra 
gran^ of land la 
given to him. In 
the north of Russia 
wheat la never 
grown.- Oats are 
produced, but rye Ib 
the staple crop, and It la from tills 
cereal that the peasant makes his 
bread. The rye Is put Into tlie ground 
in September, nnd thus is able to 
make a start before Uie advent of 
tho winter snow, early In November. 
Between Petersburg nnd Moscow ag- 
riculture Is In a primitive condition. 
Tho fields are extremely small and 
have a neglected appearance, while 
the housea of the villagers aro In 
a dirty condition, the cattlo and pigs 
In some Inatancea sharing the dwell- 
ings with their owners. The ro- 
tation here practised is rye, oats 
and then fallow, to allow tho 
land to recover somewhat. Proceed- 
ing south, however, one finds better 
conditions prevailing. The fields be- 
come larger, wheat takes the place of 
rye. and one gradually enters the enor- 
mous wheat producing district of 
Uusala, I^iaslng through this district, 
which extends from Kharkoff to the 
beginning of the Crimean peninsula, 
for hundreds of miles the country, as 
far as the eye can reach, Is given 
over almoat entirely to the raising of 
cereal crops. The fields are enormous, 
more than one field stretching for suv- 
eral miles by the railway Hue, and 
aa tho whole district Ir aparsely pop- 
ulated, the problem o;. once presents 
Itself: From wJiere are the landown- 
ers to obtain an adequati-' sup])!>' of 
labor? They must depend entirely on 
tho services of ihe villagers, and as 
the latter are quite Independent of 
them, they huve no power to force 
thorn to work should they be disin- 
clined to do BO. An Instance of 'this 
occurred a short time back, A land- 
lord wIlo owned a farm of 40,000 acres 
had a fine crop of 900 acres of beets. 
When tho time arrived for tho har- 
vesting of those roots the peasants of 
the village — on tho excuse that, as 
their own harvest was nn abundant 
one, there was no necessity for them 
to work — point blank refused to do 
the harvesting of tho beets, and the 
whole of the country had to be scoured 
— naturally, at considerable expense — 
to procure laborers. Throughout the 
extonalvc corn-growing district re- 
ferred to above them 'Is an almost 
entire absence of root crops, with the 
exception of beets, and- only a very 
small proportion of tho land la under 
grass or hay. How tho stock can 
be maintained under theso conditions 
through the winter months Is dllUcuIt 
to understand, but the aulmals seen 
wcro In poor condition as compared 
with the English cat'^le. The roost im- 
portant breed of Russian cow la the 
Yaroalav, but on the catute where tho 
writer has been staying the stock con- 
sisted of Jersey cattle, and crosses be- 
tween these latter and the Yuroslav are 
looked on favorably. English pigs.' 
Yorkshire and Tamworth, are also 
kept. Very little stock is kept on. the 
majority of RusHian farms. Ab well 
as the cereal crops, one frequently 
noted fields given over to tho raising 
of sunflowers. These are roared for 
tho production of salad oil, which la' 
uaed extensively during Lent, and 
the seeds are also' eaten largely by 
the poorer classes. The farm laud of 
a village community la eaay to dls- 
tfngulsh from that owned by the 
landlord, from tho fact that the former 
la invariably In narrow atrlpa. On 



PLAY FOR I NSURA NCE MONEY 

Companies Have to Be Constantly on 
the Watch to Prevent Heavy 
Losses Through Swindlers.. 

One of the dodges that insurance 
companlea have to guard against Is 
that of the man who Insuroa hla life 
for a large sum and "then dlaappcara, 
his relatives subaequently claiming the 
money. 

!Some time ago a man insured him- 
B alt for £6,000. and a month later 
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thla common land the whole of the 
cattlo and sheep of the village are 
pastured together, looked ofter by one 
of tho villagers, and tho mixed stock 
presented a remarkably pretty sight. 
On the largo farms horses are largely 
employed for plowing, nnd one often 
saw a young foal following Us mother 
patiently up and down the furrows. 
A noteworthy point Is the entire ab- 
sence of hedges — as far as the eye 
can reach, field after field stretches 
away with monotonous regularity, 
often not so much as a single tree 
breaking the uninteresting landscape. 
Comparatively little of the cereal 
straw is stored up, but most of It 
Is burnt In the engines driving the 
threshing machines. Wliere farming 
is practised on bo extensive a scale as 
In tho wheat-growing districts of Rus- 
sia, tho farmer naturally is unable to 
have his servants under hla eye. and 
casea are on record of farm laborera 
carting tho corn to their own Btand- 
Inga Instead of those of their employ- 
er. The absence of any organized sys- 
tem of manuring the fields is all the 
more evident after one has passed 
through the rich agricultural district 
of Eastern AuBtrln. In Russia, I have 
it on the authority of an eye-witness 
that a certain heap of manure exists 
of the ago of no less than sixty years, 
and no steps are ever taken tp dis- 
tribute It over the fields. Again, the 
peasants actually use their maimre In 



making embank* 
monts over gullies, 
these embank- 
ments being Ironi- 
cally known aa 
"golden bridges." 
The RuesianB de- 
pend mainly on 
leaving their fielda 
periodically fallow 
for the recupera- 
tion of tho aolU 
and a certala 
amount of good 1p 
also effected by the 
grazing of the rye 
by the stock In 
early Bpring— the 
wheat and oats are 
never put Into the 
land In the autumn, 
and BO aro not 
grazed. A point per- 
haps worth noting 
is the fact that lit- 
tle land is under 
leguminous crops, 
which enrich the 
soil by virtue of 
their power of fix- 
ing atmospheric nitrogen, so a power- 
ful factor In the amelioration of the 
land is absent. 

A large proportion of the •wheat 
grown in the South Central district of 
Russia is exported to England and 
Germany from the port of Odessa by 
Bteamers which reach that port with 
cargoes of coal. On several occasions, 
on the Journey from Moscow to the 
Crimea, we saw a dead pig enveloped 
in burning straw, and learned that tho 
pig. aa soon as killed. Is placed on 
straw, which Is then set fire to In or- 
der to burn the animal's hair. After 
the desolate and monotonous coun- 
try of tho wheat producing district, 
one was most* favorably impressed by 
tho Crimea. The Crimea may be said 
to be the wine and fruit-producing dis- 
trict for the whole of Russia, and at 
the moment I am writing these lines 
(April 27) tho vines are Just com- 
mencing to shoot. The Crimea is es- 
sentially a land of hills, and it is on 
these hillsides that the vines are 
grown. Cereals are produced only Id 
small quantities — the climate Is too 
drj' and the soil too rocky to permit or 
extensive operations In this line. A 
little wheat and oats are grown, and 
occasionally one sees a field of rye 
already bursting into ear, while far 
up the hillsides orchards with fruit 
trees — apple, pear, apricot, plum- 
laden with blossom, throw their jtor- 
fumes far over'the land.

age tho birds and 
save our crops from many an insect 
Injury. They lend a grace and beauty 
to every homestead and every road- 
way that they border. 

For shade, trees ahould bo planted 
wherever It la desirable to be shielded 
from the hot rays of tho summer sun. 
Not all shade Is agreeable. The 
shade of some trees Is too dense and 
others too light. A heavy woolen 
blanket properly suspended will make 
a ehado; so will mosquito netting, but 
It would not bo best to use either. 
Trees with a close, compact head and 
large, heavy leaves may make too 
dense a shade. 

There la -much bad tree planting, 
and even worse lack, of care after 
planting. Much has been written about 
how planting ahould bo done; It may 
be well to note a few things that 
ahould not bo done. The followinE^ 
are abme of tho thlnga to be avoided: 
1. Don't plant trees that are more 
than from four to six years* old.

CORN CAN BE GROWN 
ON CANADIAN PRAIRIES 

Manitoba la now commencing to 
produce coneldoroblo corn, chlofly for 
feeding purposca. In somo caaca, 
whero tho crop can bo mnlurod Into 
tho dough stage, olloa could bo used 
And .would bo a profltablo Invoatmont 
According to tho Farm and Uanch Ro- 
view, a corroflpondent vlaltod a Held 
of corn In aouthern Manitoba on Sep- 
tember 28. Tho com then was un- 
touched by froat and It Btood on an 
nvorago eight and nino foot In height. 
Tho corn had developed Into tho 
dough Btage.and tlio crop would easily 
exceed 20 tona to tho. acre." At many 
oxperlmontal farmo. tho same favor, 
able ahowing of tho com* crop has 
manlfo^ted itaelf. At tho lirandon ox- 
porlmental farm thia year aevoral va- 
rieties, nil very good yleldora, matured 
Into good bUo corn. 

Considering the auccosa with which 
com can bo produced, and tho advan- 
tages to bo gained by so producing It, 
should not it recolvo the sorloua at- 
tention of tho weatorn agriculturist? 

Com la BuccoBsfulIy grown In tho 
nortliern part of Minnesota In simi- 
lar soil and under tho same cllmatlo 
condition, and there does not appear 
to bo any reason why like resalta 
should not bo secured In wostorn Can- 
ada. It Is tho opinion of many Ameri- 
can formora of cxporlonco that tho 
com belt Is oxtohdlng northward. Tho. 
pralrlo provlncca must gradually tako 
up with mixed farming. More stock 
on tho farms must bo raised, and Ip 
conaequenco farming must to aome 
extent bo diverted from grain growing 
to other nccesHary crops. If crops 
suitable for wintering cattle andespo- 
dally dairy stock are to bo ^own, 
why should not com bo one of these 
crops? In Ontario and In the United 
States we find It forms tho main bulky 
food for wintering bbof and dairy cat- 
tle. They would not bo without this 
prontable plant In fact, since Its In- 
troduction almost twlco as much stock 
can bo retained on the same amount 
of land, besides considering Its great 
valuo for keeping the land clean. 
Some may say that many crops that 
can bo grown In Ontario and tho 
States cannot be grown hero, but not 
so with com, even now wo find sca^ 
tered fields of com In Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. — Advertisement

Kept lU Medieval Aspect Albeit 

Its Comforta Have Kept Pace 

With Modern Progress. 

London.^Venlce la tho dream city 
of tho world. You cannot Imaglno It 
before seeing It and after leaving It I 
think It must bo hard to believe In Its 
oxlstonce. Traveling, while probably 
tho best brain stimulant and mind en- 
largcr known, Is apt to spell dlall- 
luslon most of tho time. Foreign 
places, after all, are amazingly llko 
home; foreigners seom to bo Just 
plain human beings doing common- 
place things In queer ways and tho 
"wonders" we have ontlclpated with 
excitement Jrom childhood, dwindle 
dolefully on being visited. 

Tho only scenery I have found 
whIch»oxactly coincided with my pre- 
vious fancy Is In the Highlands of 
Scotland, and the only city thus far 
which has surpassod my fondest ex- 
pectations is Venice. 

In these days you usually enter a 
town by that moat depressing of back- 
doors, a railroad yard, hemmed about 
with dingy traOlc and squalid build- 
ings. Venice la approached, not 
through desolate wastes of "Improved 
real estate." 'not through tho grime 
of manufacturing suburbs, but by a 
viaduct, across moro than two mlloa 
of breezy sea. on whose horizon 
seems to He some fair mirage In the 
form of a city— a jewel city set dean 
cut in water and light. Suddenly the 
sea Is blotted from about you by a 
wall. You ar'o In a railroad station. 

"Just like other railroad stations," 
you say cynically to yourself, and 
drift toward the exit to find a cab. 
You step forth and, proato! the dream 
begins— or at least* It did for mo. Of 
course, I had heard there were canals 
for atreets and gondolas for transpor- 
tation In. Venice, but without Just real- 
izing what this meant Here before 
mo was a beautiful sweep of green 
water which I knew, by the handsome 
Btono fronted buildings that bordered 
It opposite, must be the Grand canal. 
Hero at my feet was a fieet of tho 
most graceful small boats ever de- 
signed, long and black and narrow, 
each with the scimitar like sword of 
medieval Venice decking Ita prow, 
each with a sunburned, picturesquely 
dressed oarsman at Its stern. 

Quietly, with nono of that clamor 
usual In Italy, I was motioned aboard 
one of these fairy craft, my baggage 
was stowed forward and I was pro- 
pelled in silence through ehadowy 
lanes of limpid water to my hotel.
